The following remarks of Ma- 


for Fyffe (a member of the South: 


African Football Association) in 
regard to the recent English tour, 


should be interesting in view of — 
the arrival here shortly oe the 


star English side: — 3 ts 


“There ean be no doubt,” he 


writes, ‘‘that so far as clever, ar- 


tistic football is concerned, the: 
South Africans are not in the 
same class as the leading profes- 
sional teams. But generally this- 
dainty and accurate passing was 
overdone. They got within shoot- 
ing range, but instead of driving 
for goal the ball was bandied 
about from one inside player to 
another, and sometimes even sent 
out to the wings, and, of course, 
returned whence it came.
